tion in Little Rock, visit all sections 
of the state. To create this incen- 
tive eight recreational areas are plan 
ned and a committee has been ap 
pointed to apply to the Public Works 
Administration for a loan sufficien 
to erect lodges and beautify the chos- 
en sites.

Quinn made daily reports to the post- 
office, sending gate receipts to thc 
state treasury, and waited in their 
automobile under the bridge until he 
left the toll-house. 


A few yards from the bridge the 


bandits drove up beside him. At the 
point of a revolver Quinn was order- 
ed to "climb in and keep quiet." 


On thc ride to McNab Quinn was 


robbed. He was not on duty at the 
bridge Tuesday, and The Star was 
unable to obtain a detailed account 
of what occurred. 


Robbery and abduction of Quinn 


Monday was his second similar ex- 
perience this year. Last February he 
was taken for a ride by four negroes 
who drove up to the bridge early one 
morning. After ordering Quinn into 
their car the negroes 'took all avail- 
able cash. 


Quinn was kicked from the negro 


car a few miles east of Fulton on thc 
pavement. He was not injured. A few 
days later Hempstead officers round- 
ed up the negroes. They were convict- 
ed in circuit court.

Age, Is Discovered 


Graveyard of Prehistoric 


Animals for 20,000 


Centuries 


WASHINGTON — (fi>) — Discovery 


near Cumberland, Md., of a "Noah's 
Ark of the Ice Age," a cave with a 
representative collection of prehistoric 
animals that lived in North America 
over a period of 2,000,000 years, was 
announced Monday by the Smithson- 
ian Institution. 


The cave also 
is 
providing new 


knowledge of the climates in this part 
of the continent during the Ice Aga, 
for the bones of different kinds of 
.animals show that temperatures rang- 
4d from tropical to sub-arctic at var- 
ious periods. The cave is in the 
Allegheny mountains. 


Apparently the cave served as an 


"animal graveyard" where all kinds of 
prehistoric beasts went to die through- 
out the 20,000 centuries of thc Pleisto- 
cene Age. most recent of the geologi- 
cal periods. During that period ice 
sheets from the north advanced as 
far south at Kentucky and reterated 
at least four times.

Cancer Found Not 


to Be Hereditary 


Some Persons Predispos- 


ed—But Are Given In- 
surance Nevertheless 


There is no evidence that cancer is 


hereditary in mankind according to an 
investigation just completed by Ar- 
thur Hunter, chief actuary nnd vice-' 
president of the New York Life In- 
surance 
company, 
who has been 


studying the effect of hereditary upon 
cancer for the past 17 years. 


The first of Mr. Hunter's most re- 


cent investigations was made with a 
eroup of policyholders both of whose 
parents had died of cancer. There was 


0 evidence among the grandparents 
rtd the brothers and sisters of the 
Barents that there was any greater 
proportion of cancer death than the 
verage among normal lives. Another 
>voup consisted of policyhoklors wit! 
1 record of a parent having died of 
'ancer, and the death rate from cnn- 
jer among the sons and daughters of 
hose parents was not higher than nor- 
mal. 
The second investigation concerned 


persons who had taken insurance dur- 
ng the.years 1914 and 1917 and had 
died from cancer since that time. The 
family histories of the parents,.broth- 
rS and sisters were given at the time 
of application for insurance. In this 
group there were 587 persons who had 
died from cartcer. The number of par- 
ents, brothers and sisters was 2,756. 
Another group of 587 persons who had 
not died from cancer was taken at 
random, and the histories of their par- 
ents, brothers and sisters were inves- 
tigated as a "control" groUp. The re- 
sults showed that there were no more 
deaths from cancer among blood rela- 
tives of policyholders who had died 
from cancer than among the relatives 
of those policyholders who had died 
from other diseases.

Lower for Nation 


Condition Traced Back to

You've heard much about high blood 


pressure. But do you know that more 
llersons have low blood pressure than 
have high? 
' 


This condition has existed since the 


influenza epidemic of 1918, according 
to insurance statistics. But, accord- 
ing W one authority, it is due not 
only to the epidemic, but to many 
other factors. 


Among them are the 
decreased 


popularity of exercise, walking par- 
ticularly, and the extraordinarily strict 
diet in which many women have in- 
dulged in recent yearsi 


High blood pressure is much more 


serious as a menace 
to life than is 


low blood pressure. The chief trouble 
with low blood pressure is that it 
takes a good deal of the kick out of 
life. 


A person with low blood pressure is 


weak and tired much of the time. He 
has little interest in what is going on. 


He feels sickly and he is likely to 


say that he feels low. 


Just how long low blood pressure 


endures in any individual is depend- 
ent, of course, on a number of factors. 
Sometimes the pressure may rise as 
the result of a good deal of rest and 
recreation and improvement in the 
general diet. 


Sometimes an extra cup of coffee or 


tea will step up such blood pressure to 
the point where the body feels bet- 
ter. Sometimes it is desirable to make 
u study of the basal metabolism, or 
rate of chemical change in the body, 
and if that is found to be exceeding- 
ly low, to administer small doses of 
thyroid, to which, the low blood pres- 
sure will respond with a rise. 


However, thyroid is a dangerous 


medicine and never should be taken 
except under direct instruction of a 
physician who bases its use on a 
careful study of his patient. 


There are, of course, some people 


who incline, by the very structure of 
their bodies, to have low blood pres- 
supre. Slender, narrow-chested, low-
